is harmony; Each lias his standard of life, .'sees the world under’a 
different aspect, admires in it other beauties. To learn of the world 
that the other sees, is not sufficient; he must live in it before he can 
be considered as of the same nature. 

To create the rebel, then, by education is no easy task. His 
chief characteristics ~ are a * passionate love of life and a great and 
powerful hatred of the principle and structure of the society which stifles 
him and. prevents his breathing freely the air that he loves.

a fact, what would happen ?... - The majority makes up its mind to do 
something, that will make the day and the hour memorablerin history— 
the hew era is about to sbart! O, nothing of the kind.... A company 
of soldiers bids the Social Democratic majority begone or be chucked * 
and if these gentlemen do not leave quickly, a few policemen will show 
them, the way tb the State prison. Revolutions are not made by per¬ 
mission of the Government.” ~And so with the Single Taxers. For 
the time being they may introduce the thin Gdge of the tax by playing 
off the capitalists against the landlords, but-as soon as the workers 
begin to drive tb© wedge home in a manner likely to bring about the 
downfall of Capitalism and Landlordism, the possessing classes would 
bring up their reserves of brute force and call a halt.
